R/Sgt. was assigned this to investigate this complaint. The accused officer, Aaron Cunningham,'was identified 
through the officer's star number which was reflected on the complaint against department member report 
(att#1) R/Sgt. then reviewed the daily assignment log for 27 Dec 2003 (att#2) and discovered that officers 
Cunningham #15522 and Hernandez #15785 were assigned to work in uniform as beat 1012. As a result, an 
event history of beat 1012 was conducted, with no results. 

R/Sgt. then queried the CLEAR E-Trak inventory system (att#3) to determine if Officers Cunningham or 
Hernandez inventoried anything on the date in question and discovered that nothing was inventoried on that 
date. The complaint against department officer stated that a traffic stop was conducted at 34Mw. 26th street 
at 1932 hours. On 29 Jul 04 at 2110 hours, R/Sgt. served P.O. Cunningham with the proper legal documents 
(att#4,5,6,7), to which P.O. Cunningham reviewed and signed. 

The accused officer submitted a detailed report (att#8) in which the officer explained the nature of the traffic 
stop and denies allegations. On 29 Jul 2004 at 2110 hours, R/Sgt. served P.O. Hernandez with the proper 
legal documents (att#9,10,11,12), to which he reviewd and signed. A detailed witness report (att#13) was also 
submitted by P.O. Al Hernandez, who was present with the accused. In this report, P.O. Hernandez #15785 
states that he wrote complainant traffic citations and denies all allegations. R/Sgt. submitted a detailed report 
(att#14,15) illustrating the attempts made to contact complainant.
